Why Struthers Burt chose "Tlie 


Interpreter's House" as a title for 
his novel, and why he burdened it 
with so much dull descriptive mat- 
ter, U not within the ken of the re- 
viewer, but the fact that he has 
achieved 
something pretty 
fine, 


taking it by and large, is easily dis- 
cernible. 


"The Interpreter's House" Is a 


first novel by a young man who 
has devoted himself heretofore to 
short story writing and poesy, and 
(is a first novel it deserve1? a sonie- 
what extensive study, in fuuher 
view of the fact that Burt 
has 


carved Quite a niche for himself in 
the shorter field. 


In the novel the principal thing 


that strikes tho reader is its thoi- 
oughnefs Accustomed to so much 
slip-shofl writing, "In the Inter- 
preter's House," T.ith its wealth of 
character detail, ita Intelligent dis- 
cussion of topical subjects, Its di- 
versity of plot, its clarity of ex- 
pression, gives indisputable evi- 
dence of thought on the author's 
part. 


He has taken for his main theme 


the adventures of a typical upper 
class American family, and for his 
protagonist a typical young man of 
means, and then proceeds to out- 
line the romantic adventures of 
this character and the general go- 
lng?-on of the family. At no time 
does the theme become uninter- 
SPtlng and at no time does It be- 
come impossible. 


Butt's characters may have been 


sketched from life, his situations 
may have been based on fact, BO 
real do they seem on the printed 
page. It is an effort that places 
the author well in the foreground 
of intelligent novelists and results 
in Immediate forgiveness for its in- 
frequent sophomoric lapses.

of pursuing- and coping with out- 
laws, was a bright man, a fact to 
which he afterwards testified in his 
rise to ft position as a member or 
the State Board of Equalization. 


In the latter part of April infor- 


mation came to Morse that Tejada 
was encamped with .1 band of out- 
. laws' in the mountains about 100 


.:!• ssouEh of. Ellis station. In com-:, 


pany with Morehouse he struck oxtt 
for that locality 
and f.jiird the 


band, but could not identify his, 
man.and returned to San Lea.'dm, 
thrn the county seat of Alanu-da 
county, empty-handed. 


Armed with further information, 


they set out again ami, in the 
night-time, made a descent upon 
the outlaws' hiding place. 
When 


within a few hundred feet of the 
spot where Tejada and four of his 
comrades were asleep, the officers 
bumped into a sentinel, posted to 
warn the sleepers of the approach 
of enemies. 


He bounded off in the direction 


of the tree, but even in the dark- 
ness of that unfamiliar locality 
Mor.se 
and 
his 
comrade 
were 


too fleet for him. 
Overtaking and 


silencing him, they crept upon Te- 
jadn and, with leveled rifles, called 
iijHjii hiiu to surrender, which l.e 
did. 
Like most of the Mexican 


bandit chief.s of the time, he was 
a man of unusual physical propor- 
tions, six feet tail, and was but 24 
yenrs old. 


Morse's next job began on the 


home ground and altogether proved 
a far more difficult and dangerous 
one than the taking of Tejada. 


In 1S71, Thomas Scott, former 


supervisor of Alameda county and 
member of the state legislature, 
conducted a store in the Sunol 
valley. It was a wild, lonesome 
locality, and as lawless characters 
were known to be prowling about, 
the door, after 
dark, was kepi, 


locked, and customers had to knock 
in order to gain admittance. 


On the evening of January 10, 


Scott, Otto Ludovici, his clerk, and 
several others sat chattinjr inside. 
A knock was heard and Ludovici, 
opening- the .door., .found himself 


t.-oiiu-oatcd by three masked men. 
They entered and 
attacked the 


clerk, shooting him so he died 
shortly afterward, took $65 and 
cleaned 
out. They

]sy the day following, Morse was 


on their track. lie visited San .lose 
and 
the 
New 
Almaden 
mines, 


htMiired the country as far couth as 
I'ai-hf-co Pass, and made a trip 
into Mere^-i county, but without 
success. 
Shortly afterward Sher- 


iff Harris of Santa Clara county 
discovered a colony of Mexicans, 
desperate characters, all armed, in 
tho IMnoche Mountains, and so in- 
formed Morse. 


The Alameda official, 
accom- 


panied by Harris and Constablo 
"VVinclU'll of San Jose, struck out 
for 
that 
region. 
Their 
guides 


pointed out three houses, in any one 
of which their quarry might be, so 
they decided to surround all. 


In the house Morse entered he 


found Juan Soto, the leader of this 
gang-. Soto was of mixed parent- 
age, part Californian and part 
Mexican Indian, was of herculean 
build, six feet, three inches tall, and 
had tiie strength, activity and fe- 
rocity of a tiger. His formidable 
appearance was accentuated by his 
long black hair, fierce black eyes, 
one or" wtiic!: had a siinstur Krjuir.t, 
and a cruel mouth, partially con- 
cealed by a stubby moustache and 
beard. 


Drawing his pistol, Morse or- 


dered Sojo to throw up his hands. 
Vttercd thrice, the order was thrice 
ignored. 
Morse, never taking hi* 


gaze from Soto, produced a pair of 
handcuffs from 
his pocket and 


throwing them on the table, or- 
dered Winchell, who was with him, 
to [Hit them on Soto. At thi.=j mo- 
ment 
a 
large powerful woman 


sprang upon Morse from behind 
and pinioned his right arm, while 
a man on tho other side gripped 
hi.s 
left. 
Winchell, terrified 
by 


the formidable and sinister aspect 
of Soto. was of no assistance, and 
the bandit leaped behind another 
man and drew his pistol. 


With a tremendous effort, Morso 


threw off his captors and fired at 
Soto's head, shootins off his hat. 


returned the fire, and Morsa. 


made a dash out oC doors, but. 
turning a corner, found himself 
looking into the barrel of Soto'a 
revolver. 
Solo 
fired 
first, 
but 


missed.

one from 
Morse 


struck Sutu's weapon. 
The con- 


cussion is believed to have numbed 
his arm. for lie ran into the house. 


At this juncture Winchell reap- 


peared

out effect. Morse ran for his horso 
and secured a Henry rifle, strapped 
to the saddle.

Soto, for tho purpose of disguise, 
transferred hi.s blue soldier over- 
coat to a companion and both ran 
toward a saddle-horse hitched to a 
tree opposite the house. 


Harris was about to fire at the 


man in the blue

Morse, whose omnipresent glunca 
bad 
detected 
the 
maneuver, 


checked him. 
Koto's horse broke 


away and while ho was running to 
got another, standing near by, n 
rifle bullet from Morse caught him. 
in the shoulder. The enraged ban- 
dit turned and made for Morse lika 
a mad bull, but another bullet fin- 
ished him. 


Soto had served two terms in tha 


state prison and at the time of hi.s 
death was generally regarded as 
the most formidable and desperatn 
character on the Coast. 
He had 


come with his band to the Panoche 
Mountains to visit a senorita, and, 
had ho not dallied with the lady of 
his choica after his comrades left 
for their rendezvous, might have 
run a far longer course. 


The daredevil of the mountains 


made oiv of the most gallant fights 
on record, and, pitted against a. 
focman of lesser prowess than tho 
redoubtable Harry Morse, would 
doubtless have come clear. 


In March, 1S73, Uarlolo SepuT- 


veda, fur whom lliL-ru h.ul been, 
for two years, a warrant out as one 
of the participants in the murder 
of Ludovici, appeared in San Le- 
andro and delivered himself up to 
Morse, demanding a trial to ex- 
onerate himself from the charge. 


Sepuhed.-i was the victim of an 


exaggerated scn*o of confidence, 
for 
he 
was duly indicted, twieo 


tried and, as the, result of a con- 
viction at the close of the second 
trial sent'-neert to life imprison- 
ment,

]n this home of the onetime Bos- 
ton shipmaster there was started 
one of thfi best known nt ihe pio- 
neer families in California.

That early home sheltered xhe 


growing family for many years, or 
until Dana, became possessed of 
the great Nipomo Rancho, not far 
from San Luis Ohispo. This was in 
1S37, or approximately 10 years 
after Dana landed at Santa Bar- 
bara and founded his fortun.-s. 


At the time Dana was raking nn 


active part in the commercial and 
social lite of the village, there were 
about 13 or 14 other foreigners in 
the place. Nearly all of them were 
Americans, who, like Dana, had ar- 
rived in California on board of 
trading vessels from the Xt-w Eng- 
land States. 


It is recorded of tuose eaily set- 


llcrs that whenever an American 
vessel hove in sight in the road- 
stead of the village they hoisted 
the American flug as a signal of 
welcome to the arriving mariners. 
It was made clear, however, by 
ibubc isti<iiigcrs in a hU^ngc land, 
that this raising of the flag was not 
intended as an effort to claim the 
country as a 
possession 
of the 


United States. 


3n fact most, if not all of these 


newcomers became within a short 
time after their arrival naturalized 
citizens of Mexico, and

However, it appears not 
to have progressed w i t h th'e speed 
desired by Dana, as is witnessed oy 
bis letters to Captain .John linger 
Cooper, and early-day California 
shipmaster and mercantile leader. 


In 1S29 the fleet of vessels trad- 


ing in California, waters numbered 
•J3 small ships of larious tonnage 
and rig. They confined their ac- 
tivities to coa-sta! trade, on rare 
occasions one or tv.'o of them mak- 
ing a voyage either to some of the 
Mexican ports .of Lower California 
or Mexico proper, or clf,e. to the 
Hawaiian Islands. 


It tvaa in. this year that'Dana 


huilt the little schooner Santa.Bar- 
bara and thus became the father 


of the shipbuilding influstry of the 
-Pacific Coast. There i-3 no record 
of any other ship of any size hav- 
ing betn constructed in California 
waters prior to this time. The 
Santa Barbara .was not a large 
vessel. She was only of 33 tons 
capacity and was manned by a 
crew of six men, three of whom 
were Mexican?. 


In the year following, that is 


3S30, Dana and his father-in-law 
purchased ihe wreck and cargo of 
ih<2 brig Danube. The total'pur- 
chase price was something over 
$0000. The cargo appears to have 
been sold at a good profit, but what 
ilie partners did with the wreck no 
ono seems to have discovered. 


During ali this time Dana was

most influential foreigner in all 
that part of Alta California, and 
lhat he was greatly trusted by the 
native Californians. 


That this must have been the 


rase is evidenced by the fact that 
early in IS34 ho was made captain 
of the port, which office he held 
for two years, and was appointed 
alcalde of Sama Barbara in 1839, 
an honor which, it is gathered 
from the early history of the coun- 
try, was not frequently conferred 
upon a. foreigner.

"And son, the gcod lord had his 
f'rger In the mixture alons? with 
the rest of us. lie it was who let 
the river": swish and =wirl at the 
foot of the gulches and twist and 
toss the rolling gravel into Inns? 
Jlat heaps that 
got higher and 
higher until thr-y barred th comae 
of the rlvpr. Then the river rose 
«p and rut a wav through on the 
ether side. 


"Then we poor mortals came 


ajong and Vc called these places 
tars; and when we discovered that 
these bars contained gold that 
•would just naturally flow through 
our hands on down into the bank 
at 'Frisco, why other places began 
to build up right close in to stop 
this 
__ Innocent flow of gold 
to 
•Frisco, so we called them bars be- 
cause they also stopped the gold 
In its natural course. 


"Funny, when you think of it, 
isn't it son? 


"And in stopping it they barred 
us from our pood cense and we 
drank; we gambled, we quarreled, 
we scrapped, we fought, we killed 
each other; and when we started 
to light out fwr safer places "we 
•R'cre nabbed asd told that the bar 
«f justice would restrict our move- 
ments for awhile. 


"Then they put pieces of iron 
rods in the windows and they be- 
came bars and prevented us from 
learning at will. 


"Then, son, after we had mad-J 
the rounds of all these various 
tars they slipped a rope around our 
necks and gave them a. twisi that 
j»o chiropracticer on earth could 
•traightcn out. 


"Only in the finish did we have 
the laugh on them; for they had 
to do the hemp stretching- from 
ever a good oak limb, but now 1

"Bunny, son, funny ain't it? 
Bars, bars, all kind of bars, even in 
these days, but they don't function 
us harmoniously as they did some- 
how.

presented rather a humorous as- 
pect In '49. 


The river bar supported the 
«hisky bar, the whisky bar sup- 
ported the bar of justice, furnish- 
Whing most «f its cases, and the 
*ar of justice kept the jails well 
filled. The combination still works 
fult* efficiently, ana the outlook 
MT the future, judged from the 


graduation reports of scores of 
law colleges, is quite promising. 


Possibly the three gold-bearing 
bars of the Mokelumne river were 
the three richest gold producers in 
that district adjacent to Moke- 
lumne Hill itself; and probably few 
bars in any district ever exceeded 
me 
Ajuwei, .Uiuuie ui ujjjjci 
j_>a. 


of the Mokelumne river in quantity 
and quality of gold found. 


The Mokelumne EMI 
diggings 
were the result of an accidental 
discovery and accidental discov- 
eries seemed to hover around that 
place more than any other in the 
mine's, for while it seemed that 
eveiy time some one had an acci- 
dent a nugget or two would crop 
up as evidence of the fact. 


If a man ate a handful of cur- 
rants and his teeth closed over a 
little rock, that rock -would prove 
a. piece of solid, gold fresh from 
the Mother Lode; instead of a solid 
gold crown from one of our teeth 
as it is today. 


If he slipped on the river bank 


and slid into the water, as soon as 
he got his head out and looked 
bark the miner would see two 
goldplated streaks where his heels 
had ploughed through the dirt. 


If he placed three or four rocks 
together for a little fireplace on 
which to set his iron kettle to cook 
his beans, he would find on return- 
ing to his cabin at night his kettle 
on tho ground with the beans scat- 
tered in the sand. 
The fire had 


• melted down the rocks into big in- 
gots of solid gold. 


Should h« shoot a buzzard he 


had to yell "Look out below fel- 
lows!" for fear that someone would 
happen to be under the spot the 
dead buzzard was headed for with 
its gizzard filled with two or three 
pounds of g-old gravel. 


Mayue Jt wasn't quite that bau, 
but I've been told it was so. You 
need not believe me; I didn't be- 
lieve the other fellow. 


On the other hand, the following' 
accidents and finds are authentic; 
of historical record. 


Truth is not only often stranger 
than fiction, but it is also vastly 
more interesting. 


When you take your little pick 
and hoe in your hand this Sunday 
morning and go out and dig in 
your garden just imagine you were 
up on the Mokelumne in '49 as 
>ou bury your pick in the ground 
and turn up a stone here and there. 
Accidents will always happen, and 
gold was once discovered jn Oak- 
land in early days. 


Dr. Gillette and a companion 


were prospecting along the Moke- 
lumne river 
in '49. They 
were 


coming down stream, which was 
the 
reversal of the usual way. 


They had passed over the Upper 
Ear, Jattr oac of ihc r;chtit in 
California, and saw nothing to in- 
teicst them. 
At the Middle Bar 


they were more interested in a few 
naked Indians that lay around a 
flnfp distance from contamination 
by the river water. They were of 
the "Jose Jesus" tribe. Just where 
they annexed that name is not ap- 
parent. Aside from the name they 
were just as dirty, .ust as filthy 
and just as lazy as any of the other 
Digger Indians at that time. 


i>r. Gillette prospected around 


•until noon, then went over to the 
bank along side the gravel deposit, 
and 
catling hia 
companion 
to 


bring their 
knapsack 
with Ha 


lunch of bread, cold beans and 
clammy fried bacon, he drove hi» 
pick into the bank and sat down. 
Both were tired, both disgusted 
with the.outlook. If they had h*a 
only enough to go bact «a*t it 


would be good-bje to California 
forever. They were blue, and their 
spirits were not revived by cold 
fried bacon smeared with mushy 
cold baked beans and stale bread. 


Finally the doctor pulled him- 


self together and said, "Bill, let's 
get away from this accursed place. 
We'll starve if we stay here over 
night. The quicker we get to Sac- 
ramento the quicker we get back 
homo 
T)i£re-pr Indians don't Bn- 


peal to me as patients." 


_ Wearily 
the 
doctor 
stretched 


himself, reached'down and yanked 
his pick out of the ground and 
started down the stream. 


But accident was right on the 


job. 
His companion happened to 


look at the piece of earth and rock 
that the pick had started rolling 
down the bank. 


"My God, Doc! Look at -that 


rock, quick! 
Geewhilhkens, Doc, 
it's solid gold!" 


"Gold hell! There ain't any such 


thing- in this country. Come on, 
let's vamose " 


But his partner insisted. Doc 


went to the bank and when he was 
handed a small chunk of sold gold 
weighing two pounds he forgot his 
grouch and the two proceeded to 
digest thote beans and bacon. They 
worked all afternoon and nearly 
all night, and all 
the nest day. 


Hunger forced them to quit and go 
up stream to a little town near the 
•upper bar. 


They borrowed a scale and that 
night secretly weighed their gold. 
Just fourteen 
pounds 
for their 


twenty-four houis work! The doc- 
tor decided he would stay in Cali- 
fornia for a few days more. That 
night they sneaked back to the 
Middle Bar and proceeded to dig. 
For three days they dug up gold 
by the pound; then some one be- 
gan wondering why they had left 
the upped camp so suddenly and 
started out down stream. A Dig- 
ger Indian's grunts and index fin- 
ger gave the clue to the doctor's 
whereabouts. On the fifth day 500 
Ted-shirts were staking out claims. 
Middle Bar had come into it's own. 
As if by magic a tent appeared 
here, another there; a brush house 
near a tree; a mud covered grass 
shelter against the bang. A few 
logs were laid on the ground; four 
poles put up at the corners, some 
blue drilling stretched over it for 
a roof, two logs were hewn off on 
one side and placed on the two 
etumps from which tlie trees were 
cut, some tin cups unpacked, a keg 
uncorked and another bar was do- 
ing business at Middle Bar. With- 
in three weeks there were 300 men 
living in "Sonoran 
Town," with 
regularly laid out streets; houses 
of oak boughs for walls and roof, 
some with oak boughs on the roof 
and no walls; others had nothing 
hut the four corner poles to indi- 
cate where the house would even- 
tually be, 


Tne place was fall of Sonorans 


from Mexico, Chileans from Chili, 
Peruvians, Frenchmen and a few 
Americans.' 


Under the big oak trees were 
montc tables and at night crowds 
gathered under the lanterns hang- 
ing on strings tied to the oaks' 
lower branches Just over the gam- 
ing tables. 
The tables were of the roughest 
planks, some merely logs smoothed 
off on one side; some made from 
empty barrels. 
Tho hotel 
and 


gambling place were owned and 
run by Baptistq Perrot. who had 
been a mountaineer with Lieuten- 
ant Beale on his overland journey 
to California. 
Perrot was a very 


decent sort of a fellow and a natu- 
ral born woodsman. Consequently 
he felt that w.hen he put up » r»of 
ot .boughs «v«r four pole* and , 
called it a hotel, that he wai tar

Spauldingr, afterwards mayor of 
Oakland, was a boarder for a time 
at this place until he nnd Judge 
Thompson, later ot San Fraaoisco, 
erected a small cabin. 


Spaulding and Thompson 
had 


moved into their cabin but a few 
days when they had a mjsienous 
breaking out on the skin " It came 
on ^ery suddenly and became moie 
intense every day. 


Dr. Sober had lust airived from 
the east. 
In their miseiy, they 


sought his advice. He 
carefally' 


examined their tongue, fe!t of their 
pulse and said the tr6unte was due 
to a 
feverish 
condition of the 


blood caused from too much salt 
air on the long ocean voyage. 


The doctor prescribed a strong 


physic to be

cured. They kept up the n.ghtly 
imbibing of the phviic for two or 
three weeks, all Ihe time the con- 
dition of their skin became worse 
and they had lost pounds of flesh.

The doctor swelled up and won- 
dered just what he should name 
the disease. 
Spaulding named it

shut and I am your friend for 
life." 


The two patients were likewise 


desirous of keeping from the rest 
of the crowd the fact that they

ing them. 


In the spring of '49 Mike and 


John O'Neal, Peter Jacobs, John 
Smythe, Godey and Perry Lake,

lands armed, at the little town. 
Over a thousand men were scat- 
tered over and around the Middle 
Bar by this time. They literally 
took the gold out in buckets full. 
It is, stated that the monte dealers 
alone took o\er those crude log 
g-amblmgr tables more than three 
millions of dollars; while another 
two millions got out of the dig- 
gings there, only to pass through 
other gamblers' fingers at Jack- 
son, Sonoia. and at the fast grow- 
ing camp at the top of the hill. 


erect in the bright sunlight, they 
eaw, held in the grasp of a email 
root, a shining chunk of pure gold

It was a signal for rejoicing and 


work. Never was a tree's roots so 
thoroughly cleaned as was this 
oak's. A little fortune was cleaned 
up from it. 


Sometimes good fortune awaits 


where least expected. 
In Moke- 


lumne Hill is a. little church. 
It 


was built in those early days when 
women were scarce. One lady, go- 
ing to church on a Sunday morn- 
ing after a heavy rain picked up an 
eighty doliar nugget. She was a 
good lady, t,he believed in the good 
•work the church was doing, but 
eighty dollars would help out im- 
mensely on the cost of a new dress. 


She went into the church with- 


out mentioning her discovery ,to, 
anyone. The preacher gave them 
a lecture on the sin of w. Diking on 
Sundajs, particularly working in 
the diggings on the Loid's day. 
Sunday should be devoted to doing 
things for the Lord. 


This latter 
statement clinched 
the matter in the mind of the 
lady. 
She slipped the nugget in, 
the hat. The minister was curious 
to know the cause of the

smile upon the face of the usher. 


When he saw the nugget he most 


graciously asked who gave it. The 
good lady embarrassingly told him 
how she had found it and when.

Perrot was a hearty cater and

furnished at Nelson Point in Plu- 
mas county the pant twenty 'year* 


have become lauious in Northern 
California. 


Baptiste used his pick and shovel 
for other purposes than digging 
gold. He planted a little garden. 
Soon his bill of fare included fresh 
green corn, fresh green peas and 
Btrinc; beans, He imported the fin- 
est of canned oysters; roast turkey 
was on nearly every 
Sunday's 


menu, while the butter was the 
finest Gosh en pack that he could 
secure. 
His coffee was hia own 


particular blend and unsurpassed 
in the mines.

As they got weaker the doctor pre- 
scribed still heavier doses. 
But 
the fever continued to increase. 


They finally decided that they

the Mokelumne river, build a wing 
dam and mine the ruer bottom 
that would bo thus exposed. 


They did an immense amount of 


expensive work, made the flume, 
deflected the flow of the river bed 
und proceeded to clean up on their 
labors. 


The complete returns from this 
clean-up was $160. 


On the other hand two miners 


were working on a claim ne:ir Mo- 
kelumne Hill. 
It wag on A littls 


flat and right in the center stood 
a beautiful large white oak lice. 
The ground W-TI but fairly rich, 
but 
was consistently sprinkled 


with 
gold. 
For 
months they 


\%oi*>-i! in and aruund th.E tre<>, 
digging ever deeper and deeper, 
but not wasting time to dig out 
the tree itself. To do so would 
mean that they would be delajed 
in their work whilo rutting out 
the trunk and its branches.

ATHERINE HATES, affection- 


ately Icnown by her contem- 
poraries *s "The Swan of 


Erin," was one of the first noted 
opera singers to appear in Califor- 
nia when the Golden States was 
•young.' way back in the early 50s. 
She appeared here through the ef- 
forts Of P. T. Barnum, who first 
Introduced 
Jennie 
Ljnd 
to the 


United States. Her contemporaries 
in the musical world were Albini 
and Sontag and the Spanish dancer 
Lola Montez. whom she called her 
friend: but there was a world of 
difference between the riery Snan- 
isn 
artist, 
vivid 
Interpreter' of 
terpsichore. the morganatic wife of 
royalty, and the calm, placid "Swan 
Of Erin." 


Catherine Hayes was born in 


Limerick, Ireland, in 1S28. \ city 
noted to this day for Us gloves 
races and beautiful women. 


Catherine was a quiet reserved 
girl, not very robust. Her favorite 
pastime was to wander by herself 
down to the picturesque banks of 
the river 
Shannon, whore, con- 


cealed in the thick shadow 'of the 
trees, she delighted to pour out her 
pent-up emotions in a medley of 
aongs and trills, all quite extem- 
poraneous, 3.3 at that time she had 
never had a singing lesson in her 
life and did not realize the great 
gift that was hers, .which later was 
to thrill the heatts and stir the 
^•ouls.of thousands. 


One starry summer's night when 


the river was full of pleasure craft. 
Catherine, concealed in her leafy 
bower, was pouring: forth a verita- 
ble flood of melody. 
One of the 


f.mall boats stopped clo.se to shore 
and its occupant. Bishop Kdrnond 
Knox, listened intently. Ttev. Knox 
had no slight knowledge of music 
himself. At that time ho was the 
Bishop of Limerick, and later be- 
came the patron anil later the pupil 
of one of the celebrated .Rogers 
brothers, one of whom was nt 
that time organist of IJmerick ca- 
thedral. 
liishnp Knox \vfls en- 


chanted and lost jjo tiruu in becom- 
ing acquainted with 
the young 


singer. Lie persuaded her mother, 
Who was a widow and Catherine's 
sole guardian, to allow her daugh- 
ter to tuUu sinking li.'j'Suns Irimi uiie 
of the foremu.st teachers in the city 
at his expense. 


This lady first taught her to sing 


simple ballads, but Catherine had 
^no confidence in her own ability; an 
'intense, over-mastering 
diffidence 


seized her on her lesson days. Only 
when- the shades of evening were 
falling and she had retired to her 
leafy .bower amone the trees on the 
•banks. of -tho placid Shannon, could 
she 
give • ven-t to, her 
marvelous 


voice. . - ; Finally,: .after much prac- 
tice, she-lost all- sense of <JlfCdcn.cs 
and fenr and became, cnpaWe of the^ 
•tost difficult vocal exercisus, which" 


Catherine Hayes, cele- 


brated singer, «s she ap- 
peared at the time of 
her visit to California in 
the early 
'fifties. 


she perl-ormed in a truly brilliant 
manner. 


After 
consulting 
with friends 


Bishop Knox determined to give his 
protege the benefit of larger op- 
portunity. 
A 
subscription 
was 
raised, a large sum collected, and 
Catherine was sent to Dublin. wher» 
she became the mini! qf aji Italian 
Signer Antonio Sapio, fti 1839 


Her voice was a nure soprano of 


full, 
clear, 
silvery 
tones. 
Her 


knowledge of music was limited 
but she was full of ambition, and 
once started on her career she ap- 
plied 
herself to her studies so 
earnestly, that on May 3, 1S39 
scarcely a month after her arrival 
in Dublin, she made hw debut with 
Signer Sapio in a concert fiven be- 
fore a fashionable audience. 


Success came rapidly alter this. 


In the. following .Tanuarv she paid 
her first visit to Limerick, where 
she sang before the Bishop and ad- 
miring friends, who were aston- 
ished at her rapid progress. She 
sang in nublie at a benefit enter- 
tainment 
for 
herself 
and 
her 


teacher and was a huge success. 


In 1S4T she met Franz Liszt, who 


was charmed not onlv bv her voice 
but her delightful, unaffected man- 
T":r. 
Hayes at this time was one 


of the leading singers at 
the 


Anacreontic Philharmonic concerts, 
singing at ten guineas a concert.

tire seasons at the foot of the gla- 
cier studying the species have de- 
clared the giasshoppers to be ot 
an extinct type, 
existing 
many 


thousands of years ago. 
In view 


of the fact that insect life has 
proven extremely difficult to trace, 
they have been unable to deter- 
mine the age to which the "gla- 
«er" grasshopper belonged. 
They were almost twice the size 


of the field grasshopper of today 
and -were of the migratory type. 
Their strong, well-developed wings 
point to the latter fact, -while their 
presence in countless numbers in 
the glacier also indicates to the 
minds of the scientists that they 
traveled in great armies. 
As an explanation of their pres- 


ence the theory has been advanced 
that armies of these insects in trav- 
eling over the mountains at an un- 
usually high altitude were caught 
either in storms, or cold air cur- 
rents and were forced to light on 
the glacial formation, -where they 
were frozen. During the centuries 
tnat followed they were probably 
covered by tons of snow and ice, 
which accounts lor their almost 
perfect state of preservation. 


During the lapse of time, it Is 


thought, climatic conditions -un- 
derwent a change. The surface of 
the glacier was slowly melted away 
•until the bodies were again ex- 
posed to view. 
Grasshopper glacier is also the 


head of several small streams flow- 
Ing down the canyon at its base. 
Tor a distance of several miles 
specimens may be found along the 
banks. The water of these rivulets, 
however, has become polluted to 
such an extent that even horses 
and cattle refuse to drink from 
thorn until far down the mountain.
